GERMAN WARSHIP DISARMED. 

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Nov. 17.—It 
was officially announced today that the 
disarmament of the German converted 
cruiser Berlin, formerly a North German 
Lioyd liner of that name, which hase 
put in at Trondhjem, a seaport of Nor- 
way, has been commenced. 

The Berlin appeared off Trondhjem, 


' @hich is on the northwestern coast of 


Norway and well outside of the North 
sea, yesterday. It was then reported 
that the Berlin was endeavoring to es- 
cape from the North sea to act as a com- 
merce raider ip the Atiantic, very much 
as the cruiser Emden did in the Indian 
ocean. 

The Berlin has a crew of 450 men. Its 
commander was given the choice of put- 
ting to sea within twenty-four hours or 
of submitting to disarmament. He chose 
the latter, apparently preferring to have 
his ship disarmed rather than risk going 
out to sea.

Argonne, and on the heights of the Meuse. | 

“The enemy has renewed his attacks 
to the east and south of Ypres, but they 
have not altered the situation, which re- 


mains satisfactory.”

French Official Statement. 
The earlier statement, giving more de- 
talls of the conflict, said: 
“ From Nieuport to Dixmude end In the 


region of Ypres, the cannonading has been | 


resumed with greater violence than in 
the preceding days. On the canal to the 
south of Dixmude the action of our ar- 
tillery checked the work that the Germane 
were endeavoring to carry out to keep 
down the inundations, The enemy was 
compelled to evacuate a portion of his 
trenches which had been filled by the 
waters. 

“ Two attacks of German infantry, one 
to the south of Bixschoote and the other 
to the south of Ypres, resulted in failure. 
On. one side we have made progress be- 
tween Bixschoote and the canal. 

“On the Aisne certain German detach- 
‘ments which endeavored to cross the 
river in the vicinity of Vailly were either 
driven back or destroyed. On our posi- 
tion on the right bank of the Aisne there 
hes been violent cannonading. This ap- 
plies also to the Reims region, and sev- 
eral shells have fallen on the city of 
Reima , 


German Trenches Blown Up. 

“In the Argonne we blew up a cer- 
tain number of German trenches. In the 
region of St. Mihiel we have taken pos- 
session of the first houses of the village 
of Chauvoncourt.”’ 

The statement given out in Berlin does 
not claim any advances by the Germans. 
It says: 

“ Generally speaking, yesterday passed 
quietly in the western arena of the war. 
To the south of Verdun and to the north- 
east of Cirey the French made severs! 
attacks which were unsuccessful.” 


REPORT PLEASES PARIS. 

PARIS, Nov. 17.—The impression 
gained here by the statement issued to- 
mght is, as the statement itself says, 
“ satisfactory.” The announcement that 
the allies have made progress at every 
point where the fighting has been im por- 
tant during the last two days, since the 
loss of Dixmude, indicates that the Ger- 
man advance has been definitely checked 
and that the plan of Gen. Joffre to push 
his lines ahead; no matter how slowly, is 
one that takes fully into account tem- 
porary checks and incidental reverses. 

The report ie especially cheering be- 
cause of the fact that the Germans have 
again begun their forcing tactics in the 
region of Ypres, which has all along been 
the center of the most severe actiore, and 
that the allies have held their ground and 
even made progress. 


INSULTING FRENCH OFFICER 
CHARGE AGAINST YANKEE. 


Two Protested Arrest at Belle Isle 
for Befriending German Prison- 
ers—~Angered Colonel. 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—Details have reached 
here of the arrest of two Americans, 
Mesars. Frost and Bruoe, residents of 
Belle Isle, where there is a concentration 
camp for German prisoners, | 

As Messrs. Frost and Bruce walked 
toward the quay to watch the arrival of 
prisoners four sentries allowed them to 
pass. 

The presence of the two men, however, 
offended the colonel commanding the 
French troops, who is also the military 
governor of the island, and he ordered 
that they be brought before him. The 
two Americans protested, whereat the 
colonel lost his temper and ordered 
Frost’s arrest for insulting him. Bruce 
also was arrested and both were placed 
in the gendarmeries. Later Bruce was 
released. 

The French colonel said he was unwill- 
ing to believe that mere curiosity was a 
sufficient explanation for their presence. 

A gendarme told Frost that Bruce was 
accused of receiving prisoners at = his 
house.

Britain Closes North Sea. 

Premier Asquith, addressing the com- 
mons, today laid down rigid rules which 
Great Britain will observe in the conduct 
of the war on the seas. 

The premier stated that the British gov- 
ernment had decided to declare the whole 
of the North sea to be in the military 
zone. This will close this area to all com- 
mercial vessels. 

Great Britain also has decided, the pre~ 
mier said, that all subjects of the enemy 
found on neutra! vessels would be liable 
to detention as prisoners of war. eee 

* Because of the action which Germany 
took in Belgium and France in arresting 
and removing as prisoners of war all men 
of military age,"’ he said, “the goveru- 
ment found it necessary to give instruc- 
tions that all subjects of the enemy Liabie 
to military service who are found on 
board neutral vessels shall be made pris 
oners of war. This instruction applies to 
neutral vessels under whatever flag. In 
no case so far of which I am aware were 
reservists of the enemy found on ships 
of the United States.”’ 


Copper and Oil Contraband. ~ 


Germans had resorted to indiscriminatte 
mine leying in the North sea outeaide of 
territorial limits and along trade routes 
without regard to peaceful shipping and 
without warning. The purpose clearly 
was the furtherance of no defintie mill- 
tary operations, but to endanger British 
trade. 

These mines unquestionably had been 
laid by fishing vessels disguised as neu- 
tral, the premier said. These mines were 
not so constructed ae to become harm. 
less when loosed from their moorings: 
P neither were they kept under observation. 
No steps had been taken to warn peaceful 
tghipping of this danger. Consequently the 
terms of The Hague convention of 1907 
have been violated. 

After a number of neutral fishing and 
merchant vessels and many lives had been 
destroyed by these German mines, Mr. 
Asquith said, the government had been 
forced to adopt counter measures to cope 
with this German policy of mine laying 
combined with submarine activities. 

“‘ A mine fleld was therefore laid across 
the southern portion of the North sea," 
said Premier Asquith, “in such a way 
as to guard the approaches to the Eng- 
lish channel. Due public warning was

Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—[Special.] 
~The directorate of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace is on the 
verge of splitting u r the question of 
the United States’ itude toward the 
violation of Belgium’s neutrality. 

One faction is composed of the extreme 
pacifists, who follow the theory of peace 
at any price, while the other faction sup- 
ports a vigorous policy of peace by the 
aggressive support of right. 

Charies W. Eliot, president emeritus 
of Harvard university, is leader of the 
aggressive faction. He is supported by 
Robert Bacon, former secretary of state 
and later ambassador to France. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Célumbia 
university, is leader of the extreme pac- 
iflat factiom 

President Eliot is so incensed over the 
Belgian situation that he is now consid- 
ering seriously the advisability of offer- 
ing his resignation as a director of the 
peace foundation. 

The position of President Elict, Mr. 
Bacon, and their followers is that uni- 
versal peace can only be founded upon a 
strict observance of treatres. They there- 
fore favor prompt punishment for any na- 
tion which violates its treaty obligations.

PETROGRAD, Nov. 17.—Heavy fight- 
ing is reported to have taken place in East 
Prussia, in the vicinity of Ne‘denburg and 
Soldau. The advantage is declared here 
to be entirely with the Russians. 

The German troops now advancing 
along the left bank of the Vistula consist 
partly of regular forces, which previously 
had been engaged in the advance on W ar- 
saw; of troops from the East Prussian 
frontier, of men previously engaged 
Belgium, and finally of some Austriars. 
This German front along the Vistula 
extends for seventy miles’io the south- 
west of Plock. The advance along the 
right bank of the Vistula has progressed 
less than twenty milks from ; he frontier. 


Russian Official Statement. 
An official communication :ssucd by the 
Russian general headquarters today says: 
“In East Pruesia the eneny is failing 
back along the whole front between Gum- 
binnen and Angerburg, while continuing 
to hold the passages in the Mazur lakes 
region. 
** After a twelve hours’ battie the Rus- 
sians on Nov. 15 oesupied the East Prus- 
sian village of Langszargen, near Tauro- 
gen. ‘The Russians defeated near Jaku- 
bow a German force which had sacked 
the property of M. Partchewsiki, a mem- 
ber of the duma. The latter’s cattie and 
crops were restored to him. 
“On the front between the Vistula and 
Warta rivers, in Russian Poland the 
fighting continues, taking the character 
of a great battle.

Galicia. We have reached the Aus’rian

Germans Impede Russian Advance. 
BERLIN, Nov. 17.—A general review cf 
the situation in the eastern arena, based 
on information given out in Berlin, inii- 
cates that the latest German victo tes 
are such that the advance of the Russians 
has been rendered more dificult. This 
success, however, it is said, must not bea 
overestimated, for the Russian repulses, 
although severe, do not mean that tre 
Russian movement has collapsed. Con- 
sidering the enormous numbers of avail- 
able soldiers, it does not even mean the 
discontinuation of the Russian offensive. 
The great difficulty for the Russians ie 
found on the Vistula, which separates 
both wings of their army. The Russian 
army which was beaten near Wloclawek, 
and which apparently came from War- 
saw, was driven back in a southerly di- 
rection, not in the direction from which 
it had advanced. 

This Russian army was forced along 
a road running from Kutno to Gombin, 
wwhile.the northern Russian army, oper- 
ating near Soldau, was forced back te 
Plock by way of Lipno. The Germans 
are now standing on the right wing of the 
main Russian army; consequently they 
have won a tactical success, in addition 
to creating a favorable strategic situa- 
tion. 


Great Battle Is Developing. 
LONDON, Nov. 17.—Another big battle 
is developing in Poland between the Vis- 
tula and Warta rivers, where the Rus 
sian advance has been met by large forces 
of Germans coming from Thorn. The 
German plan seems to be to attack the 
Russian center in the hope of drawing 
their wings from East Prussia and Cra- 
cow,

TURKS REPORT GAINS. 

PETROGRAD, Nov. 17.-An official 
communication issued from the head- 
quarters of the Russian army of the Cau- 
casus and made public here today says: 

“ The march of our advance guards in 
the direction of Erserum is ended. This 
march was not in consequence of any at- 
tack, but the part of a plan which had 
been laid out for them. In this same di- 
rection one of our columns attacked part 
of the left wing of the Turks, which they 
threw back. Another of our columns 
engaged near Buzveran in a combat 
which was to our advantage. 

“ The movement of the Ottoman troops 
in the Oltytchad valley is reported. Four 
Kurd regiments which were concentrated 
near Dajar have been dispersed by our 
cavalry. 

- Russia Announces Victories. 

“ Our troops operating beyond the ridge 
of Kiytchaduk and near Dhamour in- 
fiicted a complete defeag on the Ottoman 
forces and numerous bands of Kurds. 
Our advance guards dislodged the Kurds 
from the village of Tchabenagak, south 
of the ridge of Taparis. At Azesbeidjan 
there is no change. 

“Upon the Black sea littoral an at- 
tempted offensive movement of the Turks 
against our posts near .Liman faile# 
completely. Attacked behind and on the 
flanks by our warships, the Turks sus- 
tained serious losses. Their reserves have 
been anunihilated.’’ 

The following official communication 
has been issued through the headquarters 
of the Caucasus army: 

“In the region of Batum, Transcau- 
casia, on the east coast of the Black sea, 
firing continued throughout Nov. 16. The 
efforts of the Turks to advance in the 
direction of Erzerum have been without 
success.” 


Turkey Claims New Successes, 

LONDON, Nov. 18, 9:50 a. m.—A Sofla 
dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram company 
gives an official statement issued at Con-. 
stantinople on Nov. 15. It says: 

“ Turkish troops attacked the Russian 
position at Lylan, situated in the prox- 
imity of the Russian frontier a short dis- 
tance from the sea, and the Russians suf- 
fered severe losses.

October Exports of Breadsttt 
$25,000,000 Above Those 
of a Year Ago.

Washington, D. C.,. Nov. 17.—Europe’s 
ery for food is being answered by the 
United States. 

Exports of breadstuffe in October of this 
year amounted to $38,247,570, according to 
statistice made public today by the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce, em in- 
crease of nearly $25,000,000 over ‘figures 
for October, 1913. 

Exports of fresh beef also more than 
doubled during the month, figures thie 
year being $83,940, as against $36,863 in 
October, 1913. 

In spite of the tremendous increase in 
food shipments, exports as a whole did 
not measure up to last year’s figures. The 
total for the month as recorded at the ten 
chief ports of the United States amounted 


| to $83,513,406, ae against $147,833,016 the 


previous year. 


Improvement Continues. 

For the week ending Nov. 14 exports at 
these ports totaled $47,587,330, and officials 
of the commerce bureau see in that record 

a continuance of the marked improve- 
ob in American export trade already 
noted this month and upon which the feel- 
ing of confidence in the bright future 
opening before American industries is 
based. 

The districts setected handle nearly 80 
per cent of the nation’s export trade, and 
the tabulation shows that the balance in 
favor of this country on international 
trade stood lest Saturday at $32,392,214 
for the first half of November. Imports 
last week totaled $25,710,988. 

While the great improvementin exports 
shown for the day of last Saturday by 
the daily telegraphic report the treasury 
department receives from the ten big cus- 
tom houses was not continued for yes- 
terday, the average was considered good. 


Monday’s Figures Shown. 

Monday’s figures were: Exports, $4,536, - 
200; imports, $4,442,600. The average 
daily exports in November, 10913, were 
$6,983,426: imports, $4,923,379. Figures on 
the November exports as to character and 
destination will not be obtainable, as Sec- 
retary McAdoo ordered manifests of for- 
eign bound shipping withheld from publi- 
cation for periods of thirty days begin- 
ning Oct. 28.

Every applicant may rest as- 
sured that a thorough investigation will 
‘be made of his responsibility and of his 
ability to give a proper home to a child. 
Every legal and, so far as possible, every 
moral safeguard will be observed before 
THE TRIBUNE will bring a single child 
across the ocean. 
It is strongly urged that no one send 
in his name without first holding a fam- 
ily council and making sure that all the 
members understand what they are un- 
dertaking.

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Rural Postoffices to Be Made 
Listing Places of Coun-. 
try Help Wanted 


The purpose of the Department 
of Labor shall be to foster, promote, 
and develop the welfare of the wage 
earners of the United States, to im- 
prove their working conditions, and 
to advance their opportunities for 
profitable employment.—Extract 
from the Act of March 4, 1913, 


creating the Department of Labor. 


Under the broad powers conferred by 
law upon the department of labor the 
United States government is preparing 
to relieve congestion of the unemployed 
in large cities by finding jobs in the 
rural districts for all suitable men and 
women, regardless of whether they be 
aliens or native born. 

With the active assistance of the post- 
office department and the department of 
agriculture it is intended to make every 
rural postoffice in the United States an 
employment office to aid in the distribu- 
tion of farm hands, lumbermen, day !a- 
borers, road makers, genera! out of door 
workers, domestics, and rural help of 
all sorts. To facilitate the work, ap- 
plications for help will be sent postage 
free to the nearest of eighteen district 
distributing stations of the immigration 
bureau which are being equipped for 
the work in zones covering the entire 
country. 


Work May Begin in 30 Days. 
J. W. McGrew, assistant in charge of 


the division of information of the immi- '' 


gration bureau, who was in Chicago yes- 
terday conferring with Dr. P. L. Pren- 
tis, inspector in charge at the Chicago 
offices of the immigration bureau, located 
at 845 Wabash avenue, predicted that 
the entire plan may bein operation within 
thirty days, or by the first of the year 
at the latest. District offices of the im- 
migration bureau will be utilized as cen- 
tral distributing stations for the zones 
in which they are located. 

Dr. Prentis will have general super- 
vision of the Chicago zone, which com- 
prises the states of Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin. Immigration 
Inspector James Hogan will have di- 
rect charge of the applications for work 
which originate in Chicago. 


Notices in Postoffices. 

The general plan, which is being per- 
fected as rapidly as possible, includes 
the posting of notices in the postoffices 
telling rural employers that they can 
secure help by describing their wants on 
a blank which may be obtained from 
the postmaster and which will be mailed 
free to the nearest distributing station. 

As soon as they are in a position to do 
so, the distributing stations will serve 
notice to the unemployed that they will 
roceive applications for jobs, and appli- 
cants at the zone offices will be given 
blanks to fill out stating their qualifica- 
tions. 

It is even intended to go so far as to 

» receive transportation money from farm- 
ers and to hold it until a trustworthy man 
appears who can be given a ticket and ac- 
companied to the train by an immigra- 
tion inspector who will check the man’s 
grip and mail the check to the employer 
asa matter of prudence to guard against 
being imposed upon. 


May Be Excursion Rates. 

It is probable that efforts will be made 
to induce railroads to grant excursion 
rates where practicable to aid the unem- 
ployed in reaching jobs. It has even 

been suggested that transcontinental ex- 
cursion trains be run for the purpose, al- 
though the zone system would seem to 
render such long distance trains super- 
fluous. Publicity will be sought in city 
and country newspapers. 

A plan to utilize the services of the 
thousands of weather observers scattered 
over the country in rural districts also 
is under consideration. The department 
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Labor Unions Not Affected. 

Mr. McGraw suggested that criticism 
might be made by thoughtless persons 
on the ground that the movement would 
interfere with organized labor, and an- 
ticipated the criticism by pointing out 
that rural workers are without organiza- 
tion of any kind.

Geneseo, N. Y., Nov. 17.—[Special.J—A 
large part of the basis of the state’s case 
against Henry Siegel for the alleged lar-

Flint pointed out that the assets of the 
store in that statement were overesti- 
mated by $350,750; that the store’s lia- 


bilities were understated by §401,748, and

bilities undisclosed in the statement 
amounting to $1,008,820. 

John B. Stanchfield, Siegel’s chief coun-

‘yoom for another big circuit. 

' The second scheme set forth by Weegh-

‘major league franchises. Weeghman in 
this plan selected the Cubs for himself.

Yankees Not for Wards. 

Herrmann promptly notified Weeghman 
thatthe Wards had no chance to buy the 
Yankees; that the Cubs and Cardinals 
both would be sold if Weeghman, Ball, 
ind Stifel were willing to pay the prices.

Weeghman was told that the Interna-

Philadeiphia, Pa., Nov. 17.—[Special. }— 
Philadeiphia, the home of six round box- 
ing bouts, claims the best regulated sport 
in the country. No decisions are per- 
mitted and all contests are under control 
of the director of public safety, whose 
rules govern. 

The aport ie popular and has a large 
following among the best people of Phila- 
delphia. This is due to the excellent man- 
ner in which the shows are conducted. 
Both the small and the big shows are 
given strict supervision, and this is the 
main factor in keeping the _ free 


In the smaller organizations the at- 
tendance averages from 500 up, while in 
the largest club, the Olympia, it runs as 
high as 4,500 for bouts of a stellar de- 
scription. 


Keep Tight Rein on Game. 

Taking a leaf out of the books of other 
cities where boxing had fallen into dis- 
repute because of crooked fighters or 
managers, the Philadelphia authorities 
have kept a tight rein, with the result 
that little fault has been found with 
the sport since it has been placed under 
the supervision of the police department. 
Stringent rules have been formulated to 
protect the public from “ frameups,” and 
the slightest suspicion of fake brings 
censure, while in most cases the partici- 
pants are prohibited from boxing again 
pefore the public here. 

The medical examination, which in 
some cities has been of a farcical nature, 
and so has led to fatalities, is thorough, 
the boxers being compelled to undergo a 
strict examinations by physicians em- 
ployed by the club. 


Check on “Holdup” Boxers. 
Promoters and boxers who demand ex- 
orbitant sums have been held in check 


stated purses are offered by the clubs. 
The amount earned by each participant 
depends on the attendance. A headliner 
like Johnny Kilbane of Cleveland proba- 
bly would be guaranteed $800, with an 
option of 60 per cent on the gate rece!pts 
if it exceeded the amount of the guar- 
antee. In the preliminary bouts the men 
usually are paid from $25 to $50, accord- 
ing to their class, 

This arrangement is eminently fair, as 
the feature boxers get paid according to 
their drawing capacity, while the pro- 
moters are sure of receiving a fair per- 
centage. In a number of cities in which 
boxing is permitted the promoters are 
practically at the mercy of the man- 
agers, but the rules in vogue here have 
worked well, with the result that the 
game is in a healthy condition. 


Olympia Club Leader. 
The Olympia club, which was opened by 
* Philadelphia Jack’ O’Brien and An- 
thony J. (‘‘ Tony '') Biddle, went on the rocks 
for a time, but under present conditions it is 
the leading club of the Quaker City. 
Tony Biddle, who is one of the leading ama- 
teur sportsmen of the country, has done much 
both by example and precept to foster the 
eport of boxing.

CATHOLICS IN 
MEXICO TOLD 


Father Kelley Returns 
| with Tale of Raping 
and Murder, 


EXILED PRIEST HERE, 


The Very Rev. Francis C. Kelley, editor 
of the Catholic missionary paper Ex- 
tension, gave to THE TRIBUNE last night 
a startling statement of his investiga- 
tions into the persecution and exile of 
Catholic clergy refugees of Mexico. 

Dr. Kelley returned to Chicago last 
week with the Most Rev. James H. Blenk, 
archbishop of New Orleans, and the Rt, 
Rev, Juan Herrera, bishop of the diocese 
of Tulacingo, Mexico, an exiled prelate 
who is now a guest at the episcopal resi- 
dence of Archbishop Quigley. 

The ecclesiastical investigator returned 
with portfolios stuffed with depositions, 
signed statements, photographs, and a 
mass of other documentary evidence 
which is being compiled in a report to 
the church authorities and also for the 
purpose of general circulation in pam- 
phiet form. 


Proof of Murders. 

Dr. Kelley’s statement follows: 

“I have the absolute proof, most of it 
by affidavits, of murders, imprisonments, 
and exiles against priests and sisters, as 
well as Christian brothers, and of the 
most unspeakable outrages against the 
virtue of women, many of them even 
Sitters of charity. 

“I know that there are over twenty- 
five nuns in hospitals, principally in Mex- 
ico City, as a result of these outrages. 
The sans culottes of the French revolu- 
tion only killed priests and sisters. It 
remained for the twentieth century to in- 
flict worse than death. 


Calls Carranzistas Worst. 

“The principal outrages were commit- 
ted by Carranzistas,.but the troops of 
Vile were not far behind. With the 
clergy it was always first a demand for 
money which they did not have, then tor- 
ture, exile, or murder. 

“A brother of a religious order was 
caught taking something out of his own 
house. He was shot. His companions 
who saw his body were exiled. 

“TI left Chicago a month ago and went 
straight to San Antonio, Tex., where l 
found five archbishops, four bishops, 
forty priests, and about forty sisters ex- 
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Zapata has not persecuted the clergy. 
f..3 revolution ig the most popular in 
Mexico. He holds two states—and even 
extends his territory to the suburbs of 
Mexico City. 

“The bishop of Tepic was sentenced 
to eight years in the penitentiary for 
having in his diocese the organ of a Cath- 
olic. workingman’s union. This happened! 
under the Constitutionalist rule under 
Carranza. The paper was suppressed, 
the bishop is still in prison. 


No Freedom of Press. 

* The liberty of thé press has been en- 
tirely done away with all over Mexico. 
There are no organs but government or- 
gans. Editors no longer have opinions. 

“The governor of Nueva Leon issued 
the worst decree, suppressing religion 
and forbidding Catholics to receive the 
Sacrament of penance or communion 
under penalty of death. 
 " By decree all coin must be put Into 
circulation, whereupon it is promptly 
captured. The people must take scrip. 
Bank scrip from Mexioo is worth about 
16 cents on the dollar at San Antonio. 
People buy it to pay their debts in Mex- 
ico, where it must be taken by law. Of 
course much of the war currency cannot 
be got rid of at any price on this side of 
the line.

Refugees in Chicago. 

“Those on the coast were shipped out 
under most abominable circumstances in 
a filthy unseaworthy boat, on which they 
Were held up by the captain for $6,000 for 
the passages. Without funds, they landed 
in San Francisco, dependent upon the 
charity of Americans to pay most of their 
passage. Some of these refugees are 
quartered here in Chicago. 

“After supplying the immediate needs 
of the refugees I saw, I went to Havana. 
On the island there are two archbishops 
and two bishops, refugees fromm Mexico. 
One, Bishop Herrera of Tulancingo, re- 
turned to Chicago with me. 

“He said mass last Sunday at Wil- 
mette. Bishop Herrera was in Rome 
when Tulancingo was captured by the 
Constitutionalists. An American priest, 
Who was assigned in Bishop Herrera’s 
diocese, told me the Constitutionalists 
took all the: bishop owned in the world, 
including his episcopal palace, which was 
made the scene of an orgy, soldiers danc- 
ing with lewd women who arrayed them- 
felves in the episcopal vestments. 


Archbishop in Exile. 

“ The highest prelate of Mexico—Arch- 
bishop Mora of Mexico City, a saintly 
4 man, is in exile in Havana. With 
him is the archbishop of Yucatan, Mer. 
Trischier, one of the ablest ecclesiastics 
of Mexico. He has in Havana over forty 
of his priests, all expelled. 

"The only bishop left in Mexico, out 
°f jail or hiding, is In Zapata's territory.

‘‘Tt is a hard day for the rich man. In 
Mexico City the officers selected the

“Refugees assured me that there is 
no law and no order. Anarchy is about 
the only word that describes conditions.” 


Dr. Kelley’s Views. 

A reporter for THE TRIBUNE asked Dr. 
Kelley what opinion seemed to prevail 
regarding the future. He answered: 

“ Al] the refugees said that revolution 
would be impossible in Mexico if exports 
from the United States into the republic 
were stopped. Mexico has no manufac- 
turing that could supply them. For the 
future the refugees are hopeless. They 
are patriotic and look with alarm on 
American intervention, fearing to lose 
their country, which they love. 

“One old statesman I met suggested a 
new revohution by what he called the 

‘good people.’ Iasked him if the troubles 
could not be cured by the ballot. He 


‘laughed bitterly. 


“ «Except under Madero, we — had 
hing Nke an election,’ ‘he sai 
gaye man was right, for I heard 
of another case of an eminent physician 
of Mexico City who was not even a can- 
didate, but who was declared elected to 
congress.

“Some say, Dr. Kelley, that the church 
was in politics in Mexico.

Fear United States. 

“What is the church in the United 
States doing about this?” 

‘“‘Unfortunately,”’ said Dr. Kelley, 
“we knew very little about it. Mexico 
was almost a terra incognito to us, and 
the Mexican clergy shared the fear of 
the people for what they called the Co- 
lossus of the north, meaning the United 
States. There was little interchange of 
information, and besides, Mexican refu- 
gees are terror stricken, They don't 
want to talk. 

‘“‘ Working under this handicap, infor- 
mation has been gathered for the church 
authorities by bishops and priests from 
the United States. If that had not been 
done the barbarities of Mexico would 
still be a sealed book. 

“Dozens of depositions have been 
taken. I have had translators working 
on them since Saturday. I have the 
proofs of the murders, outrages against 
the sisters, extortions, tortures, 
practically all the other crimes in the 
calendar of unbridded license.’’ 


DENIES BLOCKING U. 8S. AID. 
Recent Washington reports say that it 
had been decided by the state department 
to send the refugee priests and sisters who 
are at Vera Cruz an@ whose safety was 
not guaranteed by Carranza to the United 
States on the army transport San Mar- 
cos, but that the Catholic Church Exten- 
gion society intervened and agreed to pay 
the cost of transportation. 

Regarding this, the Rev. Dr. Kelley 
said: 

“The Catholic Church Extension s80- 
elety is not interested in any phase of 
this situation but the charitable one. No 
requests were made of the government 
by ua as to the removal of these unfortu- 
mate teachers and clergymen from the 
danger of murder, extortion, and worse, 
which had been the fate of others who 
fell into Conetitutionalist bands, but cer- 
tain Catholic societies did call the atten- 
tion of the government to its obligation 
to save them by removing these refugees 
from Vera Cruz.

“Knowing that other agencies which 
had appealed to the government on be- 
half of these poor refugees had not suc- 
ceeded 1 brought the matter to the atten- 
tion of our board of governors at their 
annual meeting last Thursday, at which 
Archbishop Quigley, the chancellor of 
this society, presided. They placed the 
money at my disposal. I immediately 
wired Vera Cruz the foliowing telegram: 
‘Will pay transportation cost.’ 


Why Money Was Given. 

“Why should I have asked for a per- 
missio:. which the secretary of state had 
been repeatedly urged to grant? Weare 
a charitable organization and@ have no de- 
sire to get out of our sphere. We have no 
means of bringing greater pressure to 
bear on the administration than had al- 
ready been exercised. All we could do 
was to step in and furnish the money to 
Save these poor people, in case the goy- 
ernment would not take care of them, and 
that is the thing we did. 

“If the state department already had 
decided to take the refugees away from 
Vera Cruz, the decision could only be 
justified by the fact that it believed an 
Obligation rested upon it to do 80, as it 
believed an obligation rested upon it for- 
merly to save Huertist refugees, and to 
send a warship with money to help the 
gage missionaries in danger in Tur- 

ey. 


Not American Citizens. 

“It is true that the Vere Cruz refugees 
are not American citizens, but the Huer- 
tists were not American citizens, and a 
great many Americans feel that our gov- 
ernment is responsible, in some measure 
at least, for Carranza. If it cannot re 
strain him from murder it could at least 
save his intended victims. 

“ Our society has not yet paid out any 
money. A radio message received today 
leads me to believe that tue refugees are 
now on their way to Galveston. There is 
no reason in the world why the state de- 
partment canmot oarry out ite good in- 
tentions if it so desires, but I must em- 
phatically state that it is unfair for the 
administration to suggest, as was done 
in its statement, that the Church ixten- 
ston society interfered.” 

“We had every reason to believe that 
the government intended to desert these 
If it did not intend to do jt, 
why did it not tell us before?

More About Chinese Cabbage, Etc. 


HE continued presence of Chinese 
cabbage in a great number of stores 
has kept an increasing number of 
people curious arid stirred up to 
make inquiry concerning it. 

David Fairchild, “ agricultural explor- 
er in charge of foreign seed and plant 
production ’’ of the department of agri- 
culture, who invites all who want to know 
about growing this and the Japanese udo, 
the roselle or Jamaica sorrel and dasheen 
in their gardens to apply to the depart- 
ment in Washington, says of the Chinese 
cabbage: 

“ The pe t’sai has been known in Amet- 
ica for a good many years, and is used 
extensively in Chinese restaurants. There 
are @ great many varieties of pe t’sai. 
At least one strain of this Chinese cab- 
bage is worthy of the serious attention 
of all who have their own vegetable gar- 
dens. The cabbages are not so tightly 
headed as ordinary cabbage, and perhaps 
do not keep so well, but they can be 
cooked in the houke without every one 
knowing it, and this will be looked upon 
as a great advantage in many house- 
holds.” 

Unéer the subject of “ Recipes” Mr. 
Fairchild does not give as much to this 
plant as to the other newcomers, but 
says! 

‘In order to eliminate the odor it has 
been found that the upper tips of the 
green outer leaves should be removed, as 
they do give off a faint cabbage odor. 
The white blanched core may be prepared 
for the table in any way in which ordi- 
nary cabbage is prepared, and the recipes 
for cabbage apply equally well to this 
Chinese form. As cold slaw and for the

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 17.~—The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in convention 
today adopted a resolution ‘inviting and 
urging’ unaffiliated national and inter- 
national unions, such as the railroed 
brotherhoods, to join the federation.

TO FARE BADLY HEREAFTER. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—[Special. ] 
—The department of agriculture today an- 
nounced that all shipments of rotten eggs 
into Chicago will be “séized and con- 
demned immediately hereafter. Upto the 
present a provision in the federal law 
has made a delay necessary.
